T hat is the p op ular but unofficial designation of the body of men 
v h o elect the p resident and v ice p resident of the United States. 


What! 
Do n’t the peo ple elect the president? 
W ell, only indirectly . 
The p eop le elect the p residential electors, 
who comp ose what is known as the electoral college. 
T he constitution 


of the United States p rov ides that each state shall choose as many 
electors as there are senators and rep resentativ es in congress from the 
state. 
Each p olitical p arty in each state nominates the state’s p rop er 
quota of candidates for electors. 
These candidates are p laced on the 
general state ticket, and the set that receiv es a majority or a p lurality 


of the state v ote is elected. 


W hat then? 
T he p residentii^Pllectors in each state meet at a designated p oint 
in tho state on the second Monday in Ja nua ry following the general 


election and cast their ballots for p resident and v ice p resident. 
T hree 


lists are made out, one of which is dep osited with the federal judge of 
the district. 
'Flic other two are sent to the p resident of the United 


States senate, one by mail, one by messenger. 


And the nex t step? 
The nex t and final step takes p lace in the hail of the house of rep 
resentativ es at W ashington on the second W ednesday in February . 
B oth houses assemble, and the p residing officer of the senate op ens and 


counts the state returns and announces the result.

The workings of the process are 
plainly visible where the trolley lines 
covered the territory within one to 
tive hours* ride of a large city, as i» 
the case about Indiacapolis and in 
certain ]>art» of Ohio. 
Of course, it is 
essential to the process that the trolley 
lines shall carry {freight as well as 
passengers. 
The first effect of the trolley was, 
of courie. to take trade from tlie small 
nr countiy retailers and give it to the 
big stores in the city. 
Bnt country 
merchants who have met the situation 
intelligently offset the loss with an 
equal or greater train. 
in the first place, new desires and 
demands have been created among vil­ 
lage and rural buyers. Novelties, new 
fashions, 
are presented them more 
frequently than before. 
The country 
dealers meet this demand by hiimelf 
visiting the city oftener to make pur­ 
chases. ' Jtlis 
buying 
tri|>s 
become 
monthly or weekly. 
And on fashion­ 
able novelties, changing rapidly the 
margin of profit is wider. 
Then, the country dealer is enabled 
to use his capital more economically 
and to turn it over oftener and to 
serve his customers the more promptly. 
The freight service of the trolley en­ 
ables him to order in ¿mailer quanti­ 
ties and only as wanted, and to m« *et 
emergencies quickly.

at night reaches the jobber at 7:30,

Again, the trolley increases both 
the number of customers and the fre­ 
quency of their calls for the dealer. 
Bad weather and the need of horses or 
men for farm work uged to keep the 
rural buyers at home. 
The trolley has 
made “ getting to town” easier. 
Then, again, the trolley 
scatters 
people out from the cities to live az d 
to build new villages. 
The old cross 
roads general stores gather to the way 
side stations. 
Their stocks change. 
: They no longer attempt to supply ti e 
farm fam iles with dress goods, hats, 
and the like, for they are unable to 
carry the sizes and assortments the 
town storts offer. 
But the staple gro­ 
ceries. the simpler tools, jiaints and 
many odds and ends they can supply 
at equal or lower prices because of 
lower running exjejs s. 
Oddly enough, 
the trolley 
some- 
i limes brings to the email town mer­ 
chant customers from the big city it­ 
self. A furniture dealer in a t wn of 
1000 ]>eople, twenty-eight miles from 
Indianapolis, sold five rather expen- 
(sive pieces last year to residents of 
Iadiana}X>iis. 
They happened to be 
there and saw them and bought them 
while the mood was on them. 
There certainly is less ground today 
for fear on the part of the country 
dealers that he will be ruined 
by 
“ big city competition.’’ 
He can and 
does turn the trolley to his own ad­ 
vantage —if he have the brains to 
deal with the situation.
